A model town for tubercular return- 
soldiers may be. established on a 7,- 
000 acre tract of land across the North 
Thompson river at Kamloops, B.C., as 
a result of the investigations of the 
| sub-committee on soldiers’ civil re- 
jestablishment. The report his sub 
committee indicates the feasibility of 
|the scheme and the department of the 
inter‘or and Thomas. Adams, town 
planning adviser of Ottawa, sre col- 
laborating in an endeavor to have 
plans mapped out for presentation to 
the main committee on re-establish- 
ment at the next session of parliament. 

The forecast of the plan intlicates 
thet both industrial and agriculture 
possibilities will he incorporated — in 
the model town, It is planned to buill 
homes for soldiers who require treat- 
ment to make thelr cures permanent, 
In these homes the men will be abte 
‘o l'vé with their families. 

The land across the North Thompson 
river is now an Indian reservation,. but

There are so many different forms 
of @oothache that each person prob- 
ably has a different experience from 
anyone else. There are even times 
when it is very difficult really #0 say 
that the pain that is being’ suffered is 
a toothache, although almost every- 
one thinks a4hat there would be no 
difficulty whatever in recognizing this 
particular form of pain. 

In ‘addition to pain directly about 
the teeth, an aching tooth can ‘cause 
pain in the car, or in the eye, or al- 
most any form of headache, facial 
neuralgia or painsjn the neck or arm 
—and there thee tise cases on,record 
jn which practically all pain’ of ‘an 
aching tooth was felt in, the sole of 
the foot. 

The evil result of an aching tooth 
is not so much the pain inflicted on 
the patient at the time as it is the 
harm done to the-general system by 
the absorption of pus from the infect- 
ed root of the tooth, 1 

It is quite true that not all aching 
teeth are abscessed, because the 
slightest exposure of the pulp will re- 
sult in sharp pain. erie 

But this exposure is bound to re- 
sult in the death ofthe pulp, and’ so

other cases in which the, pulp is not 
exposed, but, from some form of irri- 
tation—such as a tooth being bitten 
upon too hard, er being exposed un- 
naturally to extremes of heat and 
cold, or being ground down for 
crowns or.bridges—the irritation will 
sometimes cause the pulp to die. 

When the pulp dies it immediately 
begins decomposition, 

This causes the formation of gas— 
which in turn makes véry high pres- 
sure upon the nerve filaments that 
supply the pulp—and this pressure is 
carried back over the main branch of 
the fifth nerve where it may be re- 
layed to many parts of -the body, so 
that from the reflex pressure at the 
tip of the root of a tooth you can have 
Pain in almost any part of the Wody.

Result in Producing 
Rust. Resisting Varieties 


Certain diseases of plants have beén 
successfully combatted by the produc- 
tion of resistant varieties. This is 
the case with flax wilt, cabbage ‘yel- 
lows, melon-wilt,. etc. 

A systematic effort, has been made 
to secure and test every variety of 
wheat for which rust 
been claimed anywhere, 

, I have tested hundreds 
from nearly every wheat growing 
country of the world. The tests 
were made ‘not, only in. the field over 
a series -of years, but also.in the 
greenhouse where the plants were 
inoculated artificially and. where con- 
ditions can be made mich more fav- 
orable. for rust development than in 


_the field, 


Oiit of all the varieties tr ated less 
than a dozett showed true resistance, 
and of these none.are of commercial 
value for other reasons: unless it’ be 
one or two of the macaroni, type. 
whose. drawbacks are familiar, Prac- 
tically all the resistant varietics are 
durums or emmers. ‘No consistently 
resistant. bread wheats’ have. been 
found. 


When resistant varieties were Rs 
secured, crossing experiments were at 
once: begun. Without going into de- 
tails it may be: said that we showed 

‘conclusively that resistance was 
transmitted in crosses ‘and appeared 
in a certain proportion of the second 
generation hybrids. ‘At least ecight- 
ninths of the seco’ generation plants 
are wholly susceptible and many 
show intermediate grades of resist- 
.ance.. In one series of experimetits, 
for example, 214 second generation 
hybrids were quite sisceptible, while 
only 21 were resistant, If was also 
conclusively shown that fhe resistance 
present in a few of the hybrids was 
combined with many at least of the
